The city water for 
the past few 
days has contained more gas and 
sediment than usual 
and the ap­ 
pearance of the water has caused 
many to stop using it for domestic 
purposes. 
In the business 
district 
the water is more 
noticeable 
than 
any other place. 
This morning the 
water was full of 
small 
particles 
and the old gas well near the water 
well in South Julian street is given 
as the cause. 
The water is said to be pure but 
the looks and odor has turned many 
people 
against its 
use. 
A recent 
analysis by the state chemist showed 
that the water was pure. The exam­ 
ination w a s made July 23. 
The old 
gas well was not properly plugged 
and the gas gets into the water well 
which is located only a short dis­ 
tance away. There was some talk at 
a recent council meeting of having 
the state gas inspector come 
here 
and .see what could be 
done. 
The 
owner of the well paid for having it 
plugged but the well was not fixed 
according to the state law and in or­ 
der to do the job right it would mean 
a considerable expenditure of money 
a s all the stuff that is in the well will 
have to he cleaned out and the work 
done all over from the start. 
The well which is affected by the 
natural gas gives a good supply of 
water and is one of the new 
wells 
put in last year by the council. 
The 
three wells cost the eitv $12,000. 
It 
is the best well of the three. 
At the 
opening of the gas well there is a 
large 
depression in 
which water 
stands. 
Councilman 
Parsons was 
of the opinion that some of this sur­ 
face water got into the water well 
and as a remedy the street commis­ 
sioner was ordered to fill the place 
up with gravel 
and 
clay. 
Street 
Commissioner Kelley was ordered to 
fill this place 
at the last 
regular 
meeting of the 
( ouncil which was 
hold July 15. 
This 
was over two 
weeks ago, but so far no effort has 
been made to haijl any clay or grav­ 
el/ Today there was a large amount 
of water standing in the depression. 
The water has no outlet and if there 
is any chance of it getting into the 
water well it is almost sure to make 
the water impure. 
The city has at last got two of the 
wells working. 
The one next to the 
river in the Jones pasture is still 
idle and will 
remain so until some 
needed repairs arrive. 
All of the 
wells are run by electric pumps and 
the water is pumped directly into the 
mains. 
Nothing whatever has been 
done to stop the gas from getting in­ 
to the water.

U TTER ALSO SUFFER HEAVILY 


Ba ttle Near Djurrv bala Pass Reported 
to Hav e Been One of the Most San­ 
guinary Engagements of the Long 
Series Which is Bringing So Much 
W<^e and Suffering Among People of 
Neighboring Balkan States.

—A dispatch from 
Salonica reports heav y fighting on 
the Greek left resu lting in the com­ 
plete defeat of the Bu lgarian forces on 
the B u lgarian frontier near Dju m b ala 
pass.

rose w ater, and su ch commodities, and 
the dem and m ade b y the m anu factu r­ 
ers of su cli u u the rose grow ers of 
G rasse can b e partly gau ged from the 
fact th at more than 2*5 00,000 jiou nds 
of roses are annu ally gathered in„the 
district.

Corruption. 


It is a political ax iom that “you 
can not corrupt a 
whole 
people.” 
And it might be 
said, 
with 
equal 
truth, that one-half of a people can 
not be corrupted. 
But it is equally 
ax iomatic in politics that a not in­ 
considerable percentage in a popu­ 
lation are open to corrupting, con­ 
cerning matters 
in 
which 
neither 
their interest, 
their 
prejudices, or 
any of the motives or passions ordin­ 
arily governing their conduct, 
are 
appealed to. Such human weakness­ 
es destroyed most 
of the 
ancient 
democracies 
of 
which 
Aristotle 
writes. 
Such weaknesses are anointed, en­ 
throned and crowned in most of the 
Bystems of initiative, referendum and 
recall now in use in this country. The 
percentage of voting population fix ed 
in the great majority of such law s,: 
whether for the origination of m eas-, 
ures or for their annulment, or for 
the recall of public officials, is far 
too low. 
A politician knowing the 
weak or the venal voters in a baili­ 
wick can be trusted to make up the 
quota of names ex pected from him 
in the canvass of a city, county, dis­ 
trict or state. 
So long as the total 
of such quotas in any political divi­ 
sion is large enough to initiate or to J 
suspend law, or to recall 
a 
public 
j 
official, it can be abused to originate 
ekiss legislation, to obstruct the en­ 
forcement of just measures, and to j 
hold a sword of Democles over the 
heads of honest men in office. 
Wherefore the country is not sur­ 
prised 
at 
those 
Ohio 
revelations 
showing that politicians and promo­ 
ters in that state ha.ve gone a step 
beyond corruption, and 
have 
pre­ 
pared referendum petitions on which 
the great majority of names are bo­ 
gus. 
If there i^ any surprise in the 
case it is that bogue names should 
have been used in Ohio, with voters 
as cheap as they were not long ago 
proved to be in Adams County and 
many other counties of that sovereign 
states. Laws to “let the people rule” 
need fortifying nearly everywhere, 
not only as to percentage but as to 
scruting and verification. 
If not so 
amended they may prove to the de­ 
struction of popular government. 


Community Work. 


There can be no doubt that the 
spirit of helpfulness that has actua­ 
ted the American people from 
the 
time of the first settlement has been 
a potent influence not only in 
the 
production of wealth but in 
the en­ 
largement of 
freedom and the 
in­ 
crease of intelligence. 
The 
preservation 
of life 
even 
would have been impossible if the 
first settlers had not worked togeth­ 
er for the common, general welfare. 
The pressure of hard necessity com­ 
pelled the settlers to do what men 
ought always 
to do. This mutual 
helpfulness is not a matter of senti­ 
ment alone, but is economically sonnd 
and well-nigh indispensable 
to 
the 
progress of mankind. 
This view, which is held by many 
able men, is pointedly illustrated by 


of democracy. 
In 
discussing the 
characteristics of the Chinese this 
author makes the following observa­ 
tion : 
“One other trait of Chinese char­ 
acter must not be overlooked. 
The 
people are selfish and unsocial; liv­ 
ing apart 
families, and indifferent 
to the welfare, or the sufferings, of 
their neighbors. 
They have few hu­ 
man sympathies. 
“They work apart, in their several 
callings, without 
partnerships or 
combinations. They care not to lend 
a helping hand to others; and value 
little even their own wretched lives. 
“Such a race as this can not work 
together for the common good. They 
are poor units of humanity, wholly 
wanting in the first conditions of so­ 
cial advancement and freedom.” 
Is there not a suggestion for us in 
thisf 
Are we all working together 
for the good of our community as a 
whole?—or are we considering our 
own small, narrow, selfish 
interests 
alone? 
Let us not be Chinese; 
let 
us help one amother by 
supporting 
our home town* and its institutions; 
let us wTork for good schools, good 
churches, good 
stores 
and 
good 
roads. 
The best way to help is to 
spend our money at home and thus 
keep in this community the money 
that is needed to make it the best 
plaee -mv the wotsM to live and earn 
a living 1IT.

The decisions made public 
were obtained in three suits against a 
New York eompany, in one of which 
ift was fined;

Vigorous prosecution of manufac­ 
turers who misbrand their goods or 
fall short 111 the advertised weight of 
their package* is to be undertaken qy 
the department. While the first fine is 
light, subsequent violations of the law 
can be visited by penalties of a fine not 
to exceed $.100 or imprisonment for 
not to exceed one ve.ar or both.

A law passed by the last legisla­ 
ture requires 
the working 
out ot 
road tax es by 
property owners in 
the fall of the year, instead of the 
spring, as heretofore. 
The law pro­ 
vides that the levy for each year 
shall be w’orked out in an amount 
not to exceed $20, 
before the first 
day of 
December in the 
year for 
which the levy is made. 
That the 
supervisor shall not issue receipts to 
persons working out their taxes ex­ 
cept on demand, is another provision 
of the new law. The receipts issued 
on demand will be marked “ dupli­ 
cates.” 
A certified list of all receipts is­ 
sued on demand will be made by the 
supervisor and will be turned over 
to the township trustee on or before 
December 1 of each year. The trus­ 
tees are then required to make simi­ 
lar reports to the county treasurer 
on or before the last day of each 
year in order that the treasurer may 
give proper credit on the tax dupli­ 
cates. 
The change in the law means less 
delay in the payment of taxes in the 
spring. Heretofore it has been nec­ 
essary for the treasurer or his a s­ 
sistant to ask each owner of prop­ 
erty whether he had a road receipt 
and then to make a deduction on the 
tax receipt. 
Under the present iaw 
all such road tax receipts will be fil­ 
ed in the county 
treasurer’s 
office 
about the time the tax duplicates are 
made out, and then proper credit can 
be given and the results checked up. 
This eliminates chances of mistakes.
